WITH WRECKAGE OF STORM 


OF THE PAST T 


Nearlyea Hundred Persons Believed to ha 
been Drowned—-Loss to Shipping will 
Run up into the. Millions of Dollars— 


Bodies of the Dead are Being Washed 
Ashore at Various Points. 


The shores of Lake Superior, Lake Huron, and Lake Erie are 
strewn with the wreekage of a three days’ gale and snow storm, 
Which cost the lives of nearly a hundred persons, turned bottom up 
in mid-lake a three hundred foot vessel with its erew, wreeked or 
grounded numerous craft, and caused a property loss as yet unesti- 
mated, but which will run into millions. The details of the storm 
which literally swept Lake Superior to the eastern shore of Lake 
rie became known Tuesday, when survivors began arriving in 
various ports with tales of the hardships and heroic rescues seldom 
equalled on the lakes. 

On the land the storm hit hardest at Cleveland, Chio, where 21 
inches of snow fell, five persons were killed, and ten others lost, and 
where $2,000,000 damage was caused to property, chiefly telegraph 
and phone companies, thus keeping that city out of direct commun 
cation for two days. The death toll, with many towns tnreported, 
is thus told:

LIKES STOR 


Many Steamers In Gale On Lake 
Superior Arrive At The 
Soo. . 


SAULT 8ST. MARIE, Mich, Nov. 11. 
— Stories of hardship, peril, bitter suf- 
fering and experience of the water of 
Lake Superior, which for fouf days 
past has been whipped to a fury by 
what was probably the wurst storm 
that ever visited this section of the 
country, are coming today from the 
white lips of hoary-haired captains 
and! ship-masters who have sailed the 
lake, who have. battled with the Ice, 
snow and mountainous seas of this 
greatest and most dreaded of fresh 
Wwarer bogies for a, gencration, were 
glad when their charges slid through 
the smooth waters of this port, for to 
them it meant a rest trom a atorm 
which lasted since Friday, a fight 
which at times seemed against over- 
whelming odds, Today, the storm has 
subsided... The decks of the huge 
freighters ice-covered, are deserted, It 
is a seene of complete rest, of thank- 
fulness and of trials which for the 
time being at least are ended. It is 
the calm after the storm, 

Have Not Reported at Soo. 

A good percentage of the boats 
which have left Detroit and Duluth are 
reported missing simply because they 
have not arrived at the Soo yet. The 
Maricopa, Captain William E. J, Story, 
was in the Storm when it was at its 
worst. The upper parts of the Mari- 
copa, the davits and riggings are com- 
completely covered with ice and snow 
and the pilot ‘house and main cabin 
are entirely hidden from view so thick 
is the ice that coats them. The Mari- 
copa left Duluce Friday. 

“T knew the storm signals were out,” 
said Captain Story, “but I had no re- 
port from the weather station, 1 call- 
ed the Station on the telephone and 
asked for a report but the observer 
replied that he was too busy to give 
it‘to me. 

Thought. He Cauld Make Soo. 

“The wind was howling when 1 left 
, Duluth but I thought I could run to 
Soo and be that much ahead of the 
game, The weather was cold—bitter 
cold—and there was snow in the air, 
but we made good progress. The wind 
kept freshening, the seas grew higher 
and higher. At first they broke over 
the stern and then they began to wash 
our deck, The snow increased until 
L could see but few feet in front of 
me, Darkness came, We found our- 
selves in one of the fiercest storms of 
my experience of the lakes. The Mart- 
copa was plowing along in good shape 
bui the tension was awful. The stornt 
came the hardest when we were about 
30 mfessoft Otter Island and we were 
forced to lay too near the Rock of 
Ames fof five hours. Then I decided 
we could weather It through. We 
weighed anchor, but I could not pick 
up the rock owing to the blinding 
snow.

Badly Battered Freighter,

canal this morning. She left the Soo 
Kriday morning for Duluth. Sinee then 
she has made a fierce fight with the 
storm, Capt. -» rble, said: “it was 
while wa -were working our way out 
of the White Fish Bay that we first 
felt the severity of the wind, Beeing 
there was, no use endangering our 
steamer and lives more, we came to 
anehor, but for the last three days it 
has been a terrific struggle to keep 
afloat. The wind would change and 
the huge waves threw us around with 
a jerk. We held our anchoring ground 
until Monday, when suddenly one of 
the anchors snapped off. We held her 
in the teeth of the gale with the other 
for several hours, but it went too and 
the only thing to do was to ride it out 
and put back to the Soo, as the nearest 
port. (We will have to make some re- 
pairs, My men worked faithfully all 
the time, and we are all glad to tie up 
and get much needed rest.

trom the police. The result was 
that the accused was committed 
for trial in the district court. 

The conduet the police in 
counection with this case has had 
soine peculiar features, the effect 
of which caunot be to impress the 
publie mind with a sense of the 
capability of the departinent te 
deal with the matter. ‘That im 
pression must be confirmed by the 
fuet that a committal was secured 
upon evidence whieh the police 
refused to act upon.

SOUTH-EAST SECTION, 
Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—-As reports from the 
railway superintendent opposing the 
extension of the street car system to 
the south-east section of the city have 
heen published by the city commis- 
sioners gs justification for refusing to 
make the extension, I beg to Ve per- 
mitted space for the following Jetter, 
which was forwarded to the commis- 
sion board a week ago, giving the local

“Re South Kast Street Railway Ex- 
tension,”* 

Dear sirs,™Your acknowledgement 
ol my letter of 17th ult. came to hand, 
but as yet no further communication. 
Having seen more remarks from Mr. 
Woodrocfe on our extension in Satur- 
day morning's “Bulletin,” we think it 
best to continue to keep our side of 
the position before you. He previous- 
ly gave a figure for capital cost, why 
does he continue to discuss it? As a 
matter. of fact the country here is 
level, without ravines, and -the line 
can, be constructed as cheaply.as any 
in the city. The city is not asked to 
pay any of tie cost, but only tempor- 
amly borrow it, and recover it with in- 
terest from the property benefitted, 
The amount that must be borrowed is 
so small (less than the taxes ~ raised 
off this district in a single year) that 
it cannot affect the city’s borrowing 
power for other purposes. Therefore, 


we hope the question of capita! cost, 


will not be raised against us again. 
Hlis next point, that steep grades 
requ%e more power to operate, we 
cannot dispute, We shall have only 
the grades down and up from the Kast 


End Bridge. All the rest of the 
route is practically level, To refuse 
us @ car service because of a short 


distance of steep grades is question- 
abie proceedure. Follow it to its 
legitimate conclusion and request ail 
patrons of the cars to get out and 
walk up the hills, or shove the cars 
up, All the cross river lines have 
sleep grades, and are among the best 
paying in the city.

Take the map of Edmonton, 
with First street and Jasper as centre, 
nnd see how the street railway goes--- 
2 1-2 miles S,W., 3 miles west, out of 
the city N.W,, and 3 1-2 miles N.E, 
To the south-east, noth: ngiutall, How 
mahy of these extensions were built 
on the population basis you hand out 
to us? I venture to say that on that 
basis not one .would be built today. 
When the City of Edmonton averages 
3,500 people per square mile it will 
have a total of about 170,000, and that 
means, for a minimum of 3,500 people 
per square mile in the undeveloped 
districts, a total population for the 
city of anything from a quarter to a 
half ainillion, Do you propose, now 
that certain favored districts have got 
the street railways, others must wait 
for the quarter or half million. 
The last half mile of the western ex- 
tension especially, runs through unin- 
habited country. That was built 
this year. We did not notice Mr. 
Woodroofe’s report regarding its ex- 
pected profit in operation, We do 
not object te this extension.

No. outlying part of the city has ever 
been built up until the advent of the 
street car.
